ON THE FARM 

Rend this column and yon can have 
it delivered at year Immuc with some- 
thing new every week for a foil year 
by sending $2.00 to this office now. 

Nfvi-r throw fruit of any kind into a 
li.iski-t or l)ox. Lay it in j:i*nlly. 

If a poiiltryman or a fanner doe.s not 
take an inUTest in poultry, he hail better 
not kerp any at all. 

Of course, llie fruit iiiiisl linve more or 
less shade, lint nature will take care of 
tliat after intelligent priming has lieen 
done. 

Those fanners who kept up their eiilti- 
vation of ilie .soil not only kept the corn 
over the dry spell Inil increased the yield. 

If milk is kept in a cool place and slays 
swi*el too Ion:?, il will lie 1,liter and the 
result is that the cream will make slroii:' 
linller. 

Don’t ne}{lecl to jjrease the wagons 
tliut do the regular work alxnit ihe farm, 
liaid oil is cheaper tliaii horsellesli and a 
lot more liiimane. 

A yoiiii" sow Seldom has as many piifs 
as an older one, they are seldom as larye 
or as stron;j, neither does slie take as 
Uiiod rare of tliem astloes llie experieiieed 
mot tier. 

Keep in mind that if your silo is partly 
lllhsi willi Indian eorii or any other one 
crop, yon can later llnish 1111111:; it wiih 
any other crop or crops whicli yon may 
urow and in iliis manner uet yonr silo 
full. 

Now is tile pro|HT time to make provi¬ 
sion for warm slieller for llie stin k iliir- 
ini; tile comin;; winter. Hear in mind 
lliat lioards are clieaper than feed. 
VVliile yon arc about it do not forget that 
aiitiijiidted poultry house tliat oll'ers so 
little olistruction to tiic wind. 

Dr. Hopkins, Illinois soil expert, lias 
hammered home tlie theory that yon can¬ 
not keep taking everythin!; out of tlie 
soil without putting somethin!; back. 
Ills dictum lias liecii jiistilled liy the re¬ 
cent experiments conducted by the Uni¬ 
versity of Illinois, whicli show tliat witli 
the use of pliosphoi'iis crops have lieen 
doiibkal. 

Preparation to raise a lar};e crop of 
corn slioiild be!;iii in the fall of the pre¬ 
vious year. Plowin;; for the crop^iould 
liy all means be done the fall Itefore if 
possible. Weed seeds will sprout and Ik: 
killed by frost. Insects that are liiher- 
naliii!; in the !;roiind will meet the same 
fate. Frost is one of the farmer’s Itest 
friends in many ways. 

Save out for breediii!; a few yearlinj; 
cockerels Many poiiltrymen liave found 
tliat a small yotiii!; cock !;ives better re¬ 
sults ill liriH.-dii)!; than an older and larger 
bird. Vouu!; stock, of !;ood itreed, can 
now be liou!;lit at the cheapest rates, as 
lireeders wish to save llie expenses of 
winter raising. 

When the fowls arc broiiglit in from 
free rau!;e they should be pul in tlie ' 
lUiarlers that have iteen provided for 
iliein for the winter wiltioiil a cliaii:;e 
Fowls that are inatiinn!; to tlie layint; 
point are very sensitive to chaiip-s. I’liey 
should lie put in the pens that they are to 
occupy in flocks of 20, 50 or 100, at the 
owner’s wisli. But once in llie tionses 
lliey slioiild not ai;ain lie cliaii^ed. Al- ' 
low ilii'in to iii-coine accustomed to ilie 
house wliere they are to remain diirin:; 
ilieir la>iiiK life. Any excileiiieui tends 
to cut down C!;!; prialiiciioii as well as 
retard il.

Bee Keeping. 

Tile State Board of .Agriculture includes 
in its crop report for September, recently 
issued, an article on “Some of the Essen¬ 
tials of Beekeeping,” liy Bnrtuii N. Gates, 
I’h. 1) , .State Inspector of Apiaries. 
This hiilletiii can he olitaiued by applica¬ 
tion to .1, l.i-wis Ellsworth, Secretary, 
State Board of .Agriculture, Koom 1:58, 
.State House, Boston, and those desiring 
it may tiave their names placed on the 
mailing list to receive these reports regu¬ 
larly. 

In introduction Dr. Gates says: “This 
liiilletin is not intend.sl to be comprehen¬ 
sive of all Ix-ekeepiiig, lint railier as a 
guide to some esseiiiials, adapted to the 
heginner. tlie avocational or the family 
lieekeeper. The npport unity for and 
prospect of profit in b.-ekei-ping in Massa¬ 
chusetts are encouraging. Witli tlie sup¬ 
pressions and control of infectious bee 
diseases, a new life for the industry is 
inevitable Moreover the Comiiioiiwealth 
is small and markets are especially acces¬ 
sible. There is a dense and growing pop¬ 
ulation, and this lieing partially composed 
of EnrojH-aiis increases the demand for 
lioney. Tlie ulilizatioti of bees in horti- 
ciilliire, orcliaidiug, maiket ganleuing 
and cranberry culture is fast liecoiiiiug 
more tiiorotiglily understood and prac¬ 
ticed. B.'ekeeping atfords recreation, a 
pastime for those in coufliiing professions. 
It cannot he too sirongly emphasized, 
liowever. that liees revjnire atteLtion, and 
tills at precisely the proper time. They 
resp.ind in proportion to judicious mani¬ 
pulation.” 

Taking up the details of the business 
Dr. Gates speaks of the problem of loca¬ 
ting the apiary, the selection of type of 
hive, the use of foundation and equipment 
fo’’ maintenance. He gives the best 
meihmls of getting the bees, “advises all 
beekeepers to Italianize and tells of re- 
queening and how and where queens may 
be purchasnl He advises beekeepers to 
Control the increase of the apiaries and 
describes the methods by which this may 
be accomplished, gives considerable space 
to spring management, takes np both 
spring and fail feeding, and disensses at 
considerable length the important subject 
of wintering bees. The article closes 
w ith a discus.sion of the brood diseases of 
bees, the general hygiene of the apiary 
and a list of books and bulletins bearing 
upon tile subject of beekeeping.

Shoe Iniliutry. 

A featureless, l»iil still lii'althy, activity 
is developing in the boot and shoe traile, 
all along the line. The coming ;of coider 
weather has siimiilatud the retail trail,*, 
which has set in motioii all the wheels 
between the customer and the manufac¬ 
turer. The shops are getting at their 
work on l'J 12 goods and wliile not very 
active are doing enough tii show that the 
business is alive, ami they are liiiying 
leather. While their purchases are not 
in large blocks, there arc enoiigli blocks 
to make a fair volume of l>usiness. Tran¬ 
sactions are gangtsl by tlie rc(|iiirements 
and not iiniil spring orders increa.Me, will 
the takings of leather be imporlant, but 
all imlications are for a gooil liiisiness. 

The movement of Itiissia calf leatln-r is 
tile brightest spot in the liiisiiii'ss Th,' 
demand for tliis stock has biM-n i-.xeessiv,'. 
One tanning esialilishineiit reports making 
contracts for future delivery of 1<>,000 
dozen of Itiissia calfskins and tlien the 
demand was not met; othiT concerns are 
having all they want to do In tiiis line. 

The activity of the trade is general. 
Fliiladelpliia is feeling the effects of falj 
weather by iniproviMi sales in retail stores. 
St. Louis is in receipt of onlers from the 
great surrounding territory supplied. 
Chicago is doing more business than for 
some weeks; in fact, in the past two 
weeks more orders have been received 
than In any two weeks this year. 

There has been a steady development in 
the de.'iigns and patterns of boots and 
shoes, and the American product has leil 
the world; but pioliably there has never 
been more rapid improvement than in the 
recent years, especially in the boots and 
for women, and tbisisduetotheinflnence 
of the short skirt. 

The present tendency of fashion is to¬ 
ward lower heels on women’s shoes, but 
there is a wide fleUI for choice of heights 
and shapes. The wearer dictates acconi- 
ing to taste, stature and comfort, but 
there is a feeling among men that the 
high and narrow heel of women's shoes 
is more liable to catch and trip the wearer 
than the broader and lower types. Deal¬ 
ers in shcMis are beginning to adopt a cus¬ 
tom of changing lieels from one pattern 
to another to suit tlie customer's require¬ 
ments. 

Under the present ami proliable future 
coiiditioiis wliicli are governiug tiie leather 
market, the use of fabrics will be more 
extensive in th,* innniifaetnre of stioes.

He runs ipiickly over in his mind 
llie special work of tlic day, each separate 
task wltli its partleular hour assigncl, 
ami lie tliids that by compressing a little 
liere ami concentrating a little tlicre, lie 
can cominaiiil a few minnies in wtiich to 
he of service to you. 

The loafer, tin tlie other hand, canD'd 
attend lo your wants, because in a few 
liours, or days perhaps, li.’ ha- a piece of 
work tliat tie must do. He is liarhoriiig 
his streiigtli for tliat, ni'ver dreaming that 
strenglli enmes only lliroiigh exertion and 
tliat Ilia nn-iiial ami moral iiinscle is he- 
coiniiig more and more llahliy and worlli- 
less xviih every hour of idleness. 

AA’e all know people xvlio lake il greatly 
to heart tliat tiny are not askid to parti¬ 
cipate in w ork for llili coimnnnity. Tliese 
liave only themselves to blame for this 
slight. If the atmosphere of work envel- 
opi’d tli'-in, if they hail that indeilnahle, 
tint i-aaily detectable air of capatiilily, it 
would not he long before llieir services 
would he ill (iemaml. 

The hiia-y man is in ilanger of taking 
upon liimm lf more tliaii he can do ami re¬ 
tain hia health, and so entting short the 
peril'll of his service. Tlie idler is in 
ilanger of shirking loo much, and so corn¬ 
ing to !)'• a hnnlen to tiimself as well as 
to llie eominiiiiily. The remedy is not 
far to seek ami, like all good Ihings. it 
lies within the poxver of the liitsy man 
He mnsi use liis eapaliiliiies, li's tact, ids 
'■xeentixe ability to stir into action liis idle 
or less capable hrollier. 

Tims ills service will tie greater Ilian if 
lie dill tile work himself. That is, lie will 
he the means of getting the work done 
ami al the same lime he xvill have hronghl 
forward a new worker. It is a line thing 
to lie able to aeeoinpliah tilings; il is 
liner to make oilier people eutliusiastie 
emingti to accomplish lliem.

The following article recently received 
by tile selectmen makes an interesting 
chapter of reading:

STATE BOAKD OF HEALTH 

Boston, October 10, I'.Hl. 
To the Selectmen of the Town of Wey- 
miMith, Mass. 

Gentlemen: 

I am ohliged to inform you that the 
State Board of Health at a meeting held 
on Octoher .I, in aeeordanee with the pm- 
visions of ('hapter 40."> of the Acts of P.MO 
voted to make the following general rules 
for the police stations, lock-iips and 
houses of detention in the Commonwealth, 
and in addition certain specific rules ai)- 
plicable to the lock-up in the town of 
Weymoutli (East Weymouth). 

GkXKKAI. KfLKS. 

1. As to fiirnisliing and use of drink¬ 
ing cups: Tlic provision of the common 
drinking cup is imlawfiil in accoidanee 
willi Ilie provisions of Ctiapter A.'TS of tliu 
■Vets of Iti'ii). .A drinking cup after use 
liy one pers.Mi should be washed clean lie- 
fore lieing used liy auotlier. 

2. .As to dishes used for food: All 
dishi'S and utensils used for food slioiihl 
lie thoriMiglily cleaned and waslied in lioil- 
ing water after use. 

U. .As to heildiug: Every woman pris¬ 
oner should he furnished with a mallress. 
The mallress should have a smooth sur¬ 
face and he covered with riihher or 
other water proof material. This 
should he encased in a slip of washalile 
material or covered witli a sheet. These 
slips or sheets slioiild he changed for 
each occupant and waslied. Both mat¬ 
tresses and coverings sliould be removed 
from the cells during the day and thor¬ 
oughly aired 

4 .As to ventilation : All cells should 
he aiieijuately ventilateil. (('ells venti¬ 
lated by means of openings into ventilat¬ 
ing fines must have some means, median 
ical or other, for creating a circulation of 
air.)

The basement location, lnade()uatc ven¬ 
tilation, light and sanitation make the 
lock-up unsuitable for use. A change in 
location or new building is recommended 
for East Weymouth.
